Public Relations Challenge 


| ere is a public relations challenge for every ham radio club, every ARRL Public 


Information Coordinator and Public Information Officer, every ham radio emer 
gency communications group in the Atlantic Division ... any ham who has faith 
in the future of our radio service. 

There is much to be proud of in what hams have done in the past. No doubt about it. 
But to build interest in and support for Amateur Radio among our neighbors, we must 
tell people what hams are going to do for them in the future. We must tell them why 
Amateur Radio is important to people who expect to be alive during much of the 21st 
century. 

Wouldn’t it be wonderful if in every month of the year 2000, the media in your town 
carried a strong story about how ham radio is going to contribute to your community in 
the 21st century? If a series of public displays, demonstrations, and other PR events in 
your town showed ham radio as the future-oriented technological activity we know it to 
be? 

Starting now, you and other hams in your community can develop a series of ideas 

and flesh them out into good human-interest stories that local media will want to use. 
How is ham radio going to make a difference in people’s lives in your town? 
What are places such as libraries and town halls, fairs and festivals, where you could put 
up a Series of working displays about ham radio in the 21st century? Are there broadcast 
and cable TV programs which would interview hams? Could your radio club help spon- 
sor a communications-oriented science fair for youth in the local school district? Could 
you set up a well-publicized Web site showing the future role of ham radio in your town, 
with content changing monthly?
